EIGHT HOURS 4 DAY 


For Workmen Upon Public Works— The 
New Bills. 

Washington, April 20.—The house labor 
committee today agreed upon a bill relating 
to limitation of hours of daily service of 
laborers and-mechanics employed upon public 
works. It limits and restricts to eight hours 
in any one calendar day the service and em- 
ployment of all laborers and mechanics em- 
ployed by the government of the United 
States by the District of Columbia, or by any 
contractor or sub-contractor upon any public 
works of the United States, or of the District 
ef Columbia. It is made unlawful for any 
officer of the United States government or of 
the District of Columbia, or any contractor 
or sub-contractor whose duty it shall be to 
employ, direct or control the services of 
laborers or mechanics to uire or permit 
them to work more than eight hours fu any 
calendar day except in case of extraordinary 
emergency. Any person who intentionally 
violates a provision of the act shall 
deemed 8 of misdemeanor and be me 
ished by fine or imprisomment, or both. The

IS IT A CASE OF | MURDER? 


The Coroner Will Hold an Inquest To- 
day—A Possible Clue to the 
Tragedy. 


Was it murder? 

The finding of a skeleton near Hapeville 
has created a big sensation in that section 
of the country, and suggested such a theory. 

Hidden among a clump of bushes and in 
the thick of the woods it was found by train 
hands yesterday morning. 

The place where it lay was several hun- 
dred yards from Haasville, a little station 
six miles from Atlanta on the Atlanta and 
Florida. 

For some time the attention of the men 
running on that road had been attracted to 
the continual swoop of birds of carrion 
upon a particular spot in the woods. Tes- 
terday morning they again noticed the in- 
cident as they had done every day for the 
past week or two and decided to make an 
investigation.

J. E. Moore, a train hand on the Atlanta 
and Florida, heard of the discovery yester- 
day and immediately recalled an incident of 
several weeks ago that may furnish a clue. 

He saw near Haasville, he said, two men 
leading and almost dragging another whose 
clothes were bloody and who was badly 
bleeding about the face. He called the 
attention of several to it at the time, but 
soon forgot the incident. 

The affair is a thorougly mysterious one 
and beyond that there is not the slightest 
clue to the identity of the person who either 
met his death in the thick of the woods, or 
was killed and dragged there. 

In the minds of those who heard of the 
horrible discovery there was every suspicion 
of foul play, and that theory is entertained 
by Coroner Davis and the trainmen who 
found the skeleton. 

Those who do not believe that are of the 
opinion that it was a case of suicide.

Charged by Schools Receiving a Share 
of the State Fund. 


QUESTION THAT REACHES EVERYBODY 


Commissioner Bradwell Decides an Ap- 
peal Case Against the Fees—To Be 
Taken to the State Board. 


Here is a decision which interests every 
t and school board in the state. 

The question of matriculation fees in 
town schools is up again, and will probably 
go before the state board of education upon 
an appeal from the decision of the state 
gchool commissioner. 

It will be remembered that Commissioner 
Bradwell, not long ago, issued a letter of 
fnstruction to the school commissioner of 
Washington county upon this subject, and, 
in it, he took the position that, under the 
school law, no institute receiving a part of 
the school fund could charge an entrance 
whatever. This 
question has been decided by the supreme 
court, and Commissioner Bradwell’s letter 
was very emphatic on the subject. 

The Washington county board of educa- 
tion seems to have disregarded this letter, 
for their decision is contrary to it, and the 
matter now comes before the state school 
eommissioner in the shape of an appeal. 
Mr. Bradwell took it up in that form, and 

e a decision yesterday upon the line of 
s letter of instructions. He takes the 
ition that 1t was not necessary for Mr. 
G. Davis, who brings the appeal, to 
certify that he was not able to pay the 
matriculation fee in order to secure the 
tuition of his child. The commissioner says 
there is no such a thing as a “poor school 
fund” in Georgia, but there is a “common 
school fund,” and that a school which re- 
ceives any part of this fund must admit 
children of school age free of any charge 
whatever, provided they are residents. 
Non-residents may be required to pay. 

Th commissioner follows his decision with 
an order to the county schoo mmissioner 
of Washington county to withhold the Ten- 
nille institute’s pro rata of the school fund 
until the terms of this decision have been 
complied with. 

The case was argued for two hours by 
Messrs. Harman and Gilmore, attorneys 
representing the Tennille institute, and it 
is expected that they will appeal from the 
commissioner’s decision to the state boar: 
of education. That body is composed of 
the governor, the state school commissioner, 
ee attorney general and the secretary of 
state. 

The question is one which concerns all 
schools receiving any part of the state 
school fund. This ruling does not reach 
systems organized under special laws, like 
that of Atlanta and other cities, but it 18 
claimed ae — 5 will hold good 
in any school which receives a doll 
pt state vod ee

We think it is about time for vn ge 
ers of Clevelandism to pause an ve 
serious thought to the probable results of 
the wild and ruinous campaign which 
they have been engaged in.

In 
Georgia, there will be no third party to 
speak of unless Clevelandism controls the 
nomination and has charge of the mak- 
ing of the platform in the Chicago con- 
vention. 

This is the attitude of the farmers 
throughout the south. All the danger 
that threatens the party grows out of 
Clevelandism. If Mr. Cleveland, by 
some unhappy chance, should be made 
the candidate, a serious division of the 
party will be the result, and the respon- 
sibility must rest on those who refuse (to 
recognize or consider the attitude and 
temper of the farmers. 1 


Women in Politics. 

The energetic but mistaken women who 
have been trying to obtain a female suf- 
frage law in New York have partially 
succeeded, but they are by no means 
happy. 

Last week the lower house of the New 
York legislature passed a bill giving 
women the elective franchise, taking 
effect in July next year. But the bill 
stands very little chance of passing the 
senate. 

In the debate on the bill the women 
who packed the galleries find occupied 
the seats on the floor were brought face 
to face with some of the disagreeable 
features of a political campaign. The 
Hon. Philip Wissig made a speech against 
extending suffrage, and his language and 
illustrations were so outrageous that the 
feces of the women flamed with indigna- 
t-on, and many of them beat a precipitate 
retreat.

The New York Press wants another 
pretended row with a foreign govern- 
ment. It says: 

If Venezuela should appeal to the United 
States for protection against the rapacity of 
England it would be the duty of the United 
States to request and even to deniand that 
Great Britain should cease her encroachments 
upon the territory of our sister republic. 
Venezuela has the same right to claim our 
protection that the republic of Mexico had, 
when a republican administration gave notice 
to the Emperor Napoleon that he must leave 
the Mexicans to manage their own affairs. 
The number of square miles that may be 
affected by England’s seizure of Venezuelan 
territory does not affect the principle of the 
case. No European power should be per- 
mitted to grasp another foot of American 
soil, or to assume any authority whatever 
over an independent American state. It is 
the duty of the American government to up- 
hold this principle with all the power at its 
command, and the “American people will 
overwhelmingly support the government in 
such a position. 

We are getting too much of this warlike 
talk during the closing year of Harrison’s 
administration. The Italian squabble, 
the Chilean matter, the Behring sea busi- 
ness and now this talk about protecting 
Venezuela are all devices to attract at- 
tention in advance of the ri 


nomination and election. 

Venezuela suffered at the hands of Eng- 
land years ago, and appealed for aid in 
the early part of Harrison’s administra- 
tion. The republican organs ignored the 
little republic then, but now a pretense is 
made of sympathizing with her.

tlemen, and instead of treating ladies at 
the polls with proper respect they would 
insult them, just as this fellow Wissig did 
in his speech. They would hold with Wis- 
sig that when women became politicians 
and voters they placed themselves on an 
equality with men, and would have no 
cause to complain when they were treat- 
ed like men. 

While this view is wrong, it must be 
admitted that many men of the ruder and 
baser class entertain it. They say: “If 
women will leave their proper sphere and 
jostle against us in the hurly-burly of an 
election we cannot in the excitement of 
politics stop to think of what is due their 
sex. In our eyes they are simply voters, 
not ladies, and it is quite likely that they 
will hear language to which they have 
been unaccustomed in their parlors. If 
they will force themselves into promiscu- 
ous crowds of men doing what has 
always been regarded as the work of men, 
they must expect to be treated just as 
other voters are treated.“ 

Now, the opponents of female suffrage 
would spare women the shame of meet- 
ing men of the Wissig class. In the 
sphere supposed to be peculiarly their 
own they are amply protected, and they 
vote indirectly through their male rela- 
tives and friends. At the polls, however, 
they would run against a brutalized or 
drunken crowd, and they would be expos- 
ed to so much unpleasantness that in 
some localities every man with a> relative 


voters would have to go with her to the 
polls with a weapon in his pocket, prepar- 
ed to kill or be slain in her defense. 

It is not a pleasant picture, but when 
such men as Wissig are scattered through- 
Out the land nobody can say that it is 
overdrawn. 


Ignorance in Politics. 

The Nashville American does not hesi- 
tate to say that Governor Buchanan, of 
Tennessee, should be relegated to the rear 
because he is ignorant, and, moreover, 
wholly inexperienced in statecraft and 
in business. 

If this objection is to keep men out of 
public life, a host of politicians will find 
their occupation gone. But it is not likely 
that the dangerous point sprung by our 
contemporary will be permitted to obtain 
a lodgment in the public mind. We have 
gone along for generations giving offices 
of honor, trust and emolument to igno- 
rant and inexperienced men, and the 
chances are that the time-honored custom 
will not be rudely and suddenly abro- 
gated. 

Ignorance and inexperience are terms 
that may mean much or little. Men ig- 
norant in the matter of books and inex- 
perienced in business ways have succeed- 
ed and failed in public life. Sometimes 
they have made great reputations when 
they were all the time in the wrong. 

In some positions what a public man 
knows or does not know in no way af- 
fects his usefulness. He may be 80 
bound or limited or have so little to do 
that he cannot go wrong. Under these 
conditions, while he may be phenomenal- 
ly ignorant and inexperienced, his per- 
sonal magnetism may be of inestimable 
service to his party and to the people. 

There are men who cannot answer a 
single question in a civil service examin- 
ation who would make useful government 
clerks and Officials. Many great and 
successful party leaders and reformers 
have been what people of culture call ig- 
norant men of no experience in the prac- 
tical affairs of business life. 

Governor Buchanan can doubtless take 
care of himself. We are not discussing ‘ 
his case; the matter deserves to be stud- 


—_— 
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the fate of George Wilkes as an illustra- 
tion of the wretched results that follow 
a career of crime. 

Wilkes was an honest clerk until he 
reached the age of twenty-seven. Dis- 
satisfied with his small earnings, he gam- 
bled and then tried forgery, realizing 
$100,000 in three years. Hewbecame 80 
famous that he was called the king of 
crooks, but he was so vigorously prose- 
cuted that he finally saved himself from 
life imprisonment by betraying his part- 
ners. After this he had bad luck, and 
when he was killed by an unknown man 
the other day he was doing menial work 
in a low groggery. 

This man was one of the ablest crimi- 
nals of the age, and for a time he was 
wonderfully successful. More than once 
he had a fortune in his hands, but at last 
he was a homeless pauper. 

The case of Wilkes will be quoted to 
show that honesty is the best policy, and 
that crime is rarely profitable. It would 
be well if this lesson could be impressed 
upon the public mind. Unfortunately, 
however, success apparently rewards 
many dishonest men who manage their 
rascality without committing any 
open breach of the law. 
These men, rather than criminals 
of the Wilkes class, demoralize their 
neighbors and their example leads many 
young men into crooked ways. Possibly 
their success is more apparent than real. 
They have their troubles, and then there 
is a hereafter. Prosperity in this brief 
life is a poor compensation for the future 
punishment which will be visited upon 
evil doers. 


More Injustice. 

The Boston Globe calls attention to a 
magazine article in which John Weber, 
Harrison’s commissioner of immigration, 
advocates a law giving the government 
power to banish foreigners. Already, 
according to common report, the commis- 
sioner of immigration, when he finds an 
immigrant in New York without a cer- 
tain sum of money or a railway pass to 
some point outside of the state, sends him 
back across the water on the ground that 
he is a pauper, and liable to become dan- 
gerous to the peace and liberties of the 
republic. 

The Globe denounces this as a piece 


- of injustice and oppression. It fears that 


we are drifting to the point where a plu- 
tocratic administration regards all poor 
men as dangerous. An honest poor man 
who comes to this country seeking honest 
work is all right, but the American citi- 
zen who uses his fortune to control legis- 


‘lation, morals and society; to make the 


poor grow poorer and the rich grow 
richer, is from every point of view a very 
dangerous man. 

All this talk about banishing anybody 
is out of the question. It is un-American. 
But if we are to have such a law it 
should be made to apply to dangerous 
Americans as well as to dangerous for- 
eigners. 

The just enforcement of such a law 
would send a good many plutocrats out 
of the country. The fact is, plutocrats 
make paupers of other men. They impov- 
erish men of small means, and turn men 
into criminals, who under just conditions 
would have made good citizens. 

The Harrison @dministration has tried 
to brand the honest foreign poor as crim- 
mals. Our  plutocratic administration 
endorses John Wanamaker and Mat 
Quay as good men, despite their crooked

Colonel Stovall’s wide acquaintance with 
capitalists abroad will be of special value to 
him in this movement. He outlines his 
purposes in the following letter to the gov- 
ernor: | 

Colonel Stovall's Letter. 
Ga., April 16, 1892. To His 
Excellenc7, V. . Northen. Dear Sir: 
Encouraged by frequent conversations with 
ou on immigration and direct trade with 
urope, and also by the support given me by 
you when I presented the subject before the 
Georgia legislature In 1886 and 1887, I now 
beg leave to show, that while there was but 
little to attract, and — to oppose it then 
the importance now should command special 
inguiry and action. 

t has become more and more manifest that 
a growing influence is now a marked feature, 
that immigration of an intelligent, orderly, 
thrifty class of people, brought in colonies 

ther; immigrants to be judiciously select- 

and settled by communities of their own 
nationality, and when possible of the same 
religion, whether from other states, Canada, 
or from Europe, that they acquire comforta- 
ble homes, and occupy our waste land, while 
a strong, is not the most potent reason, why 
the native and foreign settlers should be 
induced to come to Georgia.

It is impracticable and worthless, and idle- 
ness is the result. Bring in a good class of 
immigrants, and hy their superior intelligence 
and character form a nucleus of farmers cre- 
ating solid communities. ‘Thousands are now 
drifting into the northern states who would 
move into Georgia to procure landed homes, 
if they could be assured through an authen- 
ticated representative of the state of Georgia, 
of protection from sharpers, and falr dealing. 
It must be done through oflicial effort as well 
as private enterprise. 

The citizens of the Empire State of the South 
so highly favored in the at variety of cli- 
mate, soil and productions should hesitate no 
longer, but view this important subject as a 
scheme of incalculable benefit. Let us wel- 
come the artisan, the farmer, the working 
girl and the working man, and begin now to 
encourage the building of work shops and man- 
ufactories through Georgia. Increased, popu- 
lation and diversified products will be the 
natural result. 

I crave your further consideration of 
another subject. Direct trade with Europe is 
a natural result of the immigration movement. 
Georgia should not rest until a regular line of 
steamships sail from a southern seaport to 
Europe, where three-fourths of the cotton 
grown in the United States is consumed and 
where markets for every product can be 
secured. 

Some will say that we are powerless. Let 
us not neglect the opportunity which may be 
had now. Let us see what arfficulties are in 
the way and acquaint ouresives, by careful 
investigation. Why is the popular. sentiment 
not overwhelming for direct trade? Let the 
progress of our movement be onward, under 
a system which will carry Georgia forward; 
that will extend the radiance of prosperity 
and see the hand of God guiding us to accom- 
plish great results.

Landed. 

Bill Holmes, a desperate character who 
burned his way out of the West End jail a 
few days ago, was landed by Patrolmen 
Tyson ahd Beavers yesterday morning.

His plan worked successfully,and Holmes 
regained his liberty.. Since then a vigorous 
search has been made for him. About 9 
o'clock yesterday morning, Mountedmen 
Tyson and Beavers came upon the much- 
wanted man on Smith street. 

He made an effort to get away unnoticed, 
but, in a moment, was caught and made a 
prisoner.

ind, was notified of his arrest. He will 
probably call for him today. Holmes is 
wanted in Savannah, Augusta and Chatta- 
nooga, and, in each. of the places, on a 
serious charge. Besides that, there is no 
telling the amount of mischief he may have 
committed. 

But the West End people want him now 
on the additional charge of arson, and the 
outlook for Holmes is an exceedingly 
gloomy one.

The Young Man Who Was Hurt Several 
Weeks Ago Dies of His Injuries. 


Gilbert Dudley, the young fireman on the 
Western and Atlantic, who was hurt while 
walking along the road several weeks ago, 
died from the effects of his injuries at 1:15 
o'clock yesterday morning. 

Last month the young man crossed on 
Foundry street from the track on which he 
supposed an approaching train to be to 
that on which it was really running, and 
Was caught and badly mashed. 

His head, chest and kneejoint were most 
severely hurt. die was carried to Sharp’s 
drug store, where Dr. Nicolson, the sur- 
geon of the road, and Dr. W. S. Parks at- 
tended him, 

His wounds were seen to be dangerous, 
but were not regarded as fatal. Dudley 
was removed to his home, at 178 Dairy 
street, where he received medical atten- 
tion. He began to sink, however, and, ever 
since the accident, his life was despaired of. 

Yesterday afternodn, at 2 o' clock, an in- 
quest was held by Coroner Davis at the 
residence, and a verdict reached to the 
effect that the railroad man came to his 
death while in the discharge of his duty. 

No blame was attached to any one.
